Butter  -  Dealers  cut  distribution  to  the  lowest  point  of  the  year,  erA  many  retail 
stores  v;crG  v/ithout  butter  most  of  the  time.    Fo  relief  in  sight. 

Fggs  -  .The  egg  supply,  vmich  is  normally  light  at  this  time  of  yerr,  v/as  further 
reduced  by  heavy  Army  purchases. 

Poultry  -  G-ood  demand  for  dressed  roasters  and  hens,  but  supplies  of  leghorn 
fryers  v/erc  too  large  for  the  moderate  demand,    A  moderate  volume  oi  large  size 
turkeys  rcnained  after  the  Christmas  buying. 

Beef  There  v/as  a  moderate  supiDly  of  steer  and  cov;  beef  on  the  market,  but  the 
daily  demands  continued  to  exceed  the  available  supply,    Wide  range  of  equality. 

Lamb  >-  'The  general  demand  exceeded  the  fairly  liberal  supply.  Considcra.ble 
raai^^ce  in  quality. 

Pork  ~    An  increased  volume  of  pork  cuts  was    made  available,  all  finding  ready 
outlets. 

FRUIT  AHD  VSGSTABLES 

The  best  fruit  buys  this  v;eek  were  small  size  oranges  and  grapefruits     In  moderate 
supply  were  lemons .  tangerines  and  pears .    Apples  and  grapes  arc  in  li'iit  supply, 
and  the  best  are  at  ceiling. 

Cauliilov/er,  lettuce  and  potatoes  are  the  best  fresh  vegetable  buys.    A  good 
su^jply  of  tomatoes  came  in  from  Mexico  and  the  Imperial  Valley,  with  prices 
somewhat  lov.-er.    Bunched  vegetables  and  cabbage  axe  in  moderate  supply,  and 
the  modera.tc  supply  of  celery  was  slightly  higher.    Artichokes  arc  light,  but 
sliglitly  lovjer.    The  light  sup-ply  of  eggplant  and  onions  was  somewhat  higher  than 
last  week.    Peas ,  peppers .  hard  and  sc:^t  squash  and  spinach  were  all  in  light 
supply.    Beans  are  practically  off  the  miarket. 
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Butter  -  ilc:-,rket  ruled  intensely  firm.    There  is  a  strong  demand  at  all  levels 
for  a  desperately  short  supply. 

Sggs  -  The  a,cute  shortage  of  eggs  came  to  an  end  vrith  the  discontinuance  of 
Army  piu-chases  on  a  priority  "basis.    Distributors  hovjever,  are  of  the  opinion 
that  ctUTent  demajid  will  not  he  entirely  satisfied  for  a  week  to  ten  days* 

Poultry  -  The  live  poultry  market  gained  strength  in  spite  of  the  interruptions 
due  to  the  holidays.  Recent  reductions  in  hatchery  operations,  compara.tively 
high  feed  costs  and  anticipated  shortage  of  meat  due  to  threatened  strike  v/ere 
all  factors  in  giving  support  to  poultry  markets  generally. 


Beef  -  Su'pplies  of  steer  and  heifer  beef  continued  very  moderate  for  daily 
inquiry.    The  general  trading  for  the  v/eek  was  fairly  broad. 

Lamb  -  Supplies  of  lamb  continued  below  local  demajids.    Quality  during  the 
week  carried  a  somev/hat  higher  percentage  of  G-ood  and  Choice* 

Pork  -  Fresh  pork  cuts  moved  rather  freely  the  past  week  with  larger  volume 
being  nade  available. 

FHJIT  AITF  7ZC-I:TABLS 

Oranges  and  grape frui t  are  the  best  buys  of  the  fresh  fruits  this  v/eck.  All 
citrus  fruits  are  lov;er  due  to  the  return  of  price  control.    Grapes  and  a'p-oles 
are  scarce  and  at  ceiling.    Avocados  are  fairly  plentiful.    G-ood  q.uality  'oears 
are  at  ceiling,  v;ith  others  a  little  lower. 

Broccoli .  caulif lov/er .  celery,  lettuce .  -potatoes  and  soft  squash  are  the  best 
vegetable  buys  this  week.    Celery  is  quite  plentiful  in  the  Bay  Area  due  to  the 
lack  of  shipping  facilities  this  week.    Artichokes  are  lovrer,  but  still  fairly 
iiign.    ~^c:,zoler].t ,  onions  and  -pe-ppers  are  scarce  ?Jid  at  ceiling.    Tomatoes  ere 
lov/er  uith  nost  of  the  supply  coming  from  Texas  and  Mexico.     Imperial  Valley 
tomatoes  are  just  starting.    Bunched  vegetables  are  unchanged,.-  ^\ 


MEAT 
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Butter  -  All  markets  were  intensely  firm  with  supplies  desperately  short.  Pro- 
duction appeared  to  have  turned  the  corner,  "but  receipts  at  terminal  markets 
were  at  record  lows.    Demands  were  intense,  and  only  loartially    satisfied  as 
distribution  quotas  were  closely  controlled, 

Eggs  -  Supplies  of  eggs  for  regular  retail  outlets  increased  fifty  percent  as 
a  result  of  curtailed  "buying  "by  the  Army  and  a  steady  gain  in  egg  production, 
Distril^utors  viere  not  a"ble  to  fill  all  their  orders  from  retail  outlets,  hovrever, 
a  "'oalancc  "between  supply  and  demand  is  expected  shortly. 

Poultry  -  j:he  market  for  live  xDoultry  turned  easier  this  week  follov/ing  continued 
li'oeral  offerings  of  young  chickens.    A  consideralDle  percentage  of  current 
receipts  of  live  poultry  were  of  lower  grades,  which  tended  to  vrcai^en  the  nr.riiet 
on  top  qualitj^  "birds, 

MEAT 

Beef  -  'The  availa"ble  cooler  supplies  of  steer  and  cow  iDeef  had  "broad  outlets 
and  the  demand  far  exceeded  the  local  offerings.    Quality  was  in  a  rather 
narrow  range  of  G-ood  and  Commercial,  with  Choice  "being  somev/hat  less* 

Lam"b  -  The  general  supply  of  l8m"b  showed  a  somev/hat  wider  range  Of  quality* 
Demand  continues  to  clear  the  daily  offerings. 

Pork  ~  The  volume  of  fresh  pork  moved  rather  freely  due  to  increased  receipts  of 
live  hogs  tho  greater  part  of  the  week.    Supplies  of  cuts  were  more  plentiful.

Oranges  aiid  ^^rapefruit  are  the  "best  huys  of  fresh  fruits  this  week.  Apples 
are  scarce  ajid  a.t  ceiling.    All  pears  are  at  ceiling. 

Broccoli ,  celcr.7.  lettuce  and  potatoes  are  the  "best  vegeta"ble  "buys  for  this  v;cek. 
CalD"bagc  is  in  moderate  supply.     Onions  are  very  scarce.     Spinach  is  at  ceiling 
and  the  quality  is  not  too  good.     Squash  has  advanced  in  price  during  the  past 
week.

Production  has  not  sr-ov.rn 
the  usual  ^'ains  at  this  season.    Plov/ever,  distributors  believe  egg  supi:lies  from 
novj  on  -..'ill  be  more  than  ?m.ple  for  all  needs. 

Poultry      The  strike  of  meat  plant  workers  has  had  little  apparent  effect  on  the 
movement  of  dressed  poultry  into  retail  outlets.

Butter  ~  Heports  from  retail  stores  over  last  weekend  indicate  that  practicall;- 
none  had  any  outter  or  oleomargarine.     Civilian  supplies  of  "both  commodities 
in  this  area  are  now  evidently  at  the  lov.^est  point  on  record. 

Eggs  -  Production  continued  to  increase  slowly  and  receipts  were  well  clec^red 
from  day  to  day*    P-etail  outlets  reported  larger  supplies,  and  most  all  had 
sufficient  stoclcs  for  civilian  needs. 

Poultry     Arrivals  of  live  poultry  continued  li'beral.    Demand  for  dressed 
poultry  has  not  yet  shovna  an  apparent  increase  due  to  lighter  supplies  of  top 
quality  neat. 


Beef  -  All  availaole  offerings  in  the  beef  division  v;ere  well  sold  out,  with  local 
slaughterers  having  difficulty  this  past  v/eek  in  fulfilling  trade  demands. 

Lamt)  -  The  general  slaughter  of  lamb  made  up  a  rather  small  volume  of  the  daily 
meat  kill  in  mar-y  of  the  local  plants.    Quality  for  the  week  consisted  lar^'oly 
of  G-ood  ar-d  Choice. 

Fork  -  Presh  pork  carcasses  moved  rather  freely  the  past  v/eek  with  daily  clearance 
"being  reported  from  the  majority  of  coolers.

Avocados  ajid  grg-pe fruit  are  the  "best  fresh  fruit  "buys  this  week.     Small  sized 
oranges  are  a  little  higher.    Lemons  continue  firm.    Tangerines  and  ap'^les  are 
scarce  and  at  ceiling,     G-ood  quality  pears  are  at  or  just  under  the  ceiling. 

Ca'b'bage.  cauliflower,  celery,  lettuce  and  potatoes  are  the  "best  fresh  vegetable 
buys.     The  quality  of  cabbage,  cauliflov/er  and  lettuce  is  very  good.  Artichokes 
pre  in  quite  ^ood  supply,  but  the  price  is  high.    Broccoli .  Brusscl  si:routs  and 
Italiaji  aiid  sjininer  squash  are  quite  high  and  scarce,    Bggplant  is  reasona.bly 
priced,  but  the  quality  is  quite  poor.    Peas  are  in  moderate  supply  ajid  selling 
at  ceiling.    Bell  peppers  are  high.     Dry  onions  are  in  very  light  supply.  G-ood 
spinach  is  arriving  from  Texas  and  the  Coachella  valley.     Sweet  pot  autoes  v/ill  be 
in  better  supply  after  the  nev.^  ceiling  is  announced  the  first  of  the  m.onth. 
Tomatoes  are  in  moderate  supply  and  selling  at  ceiling.
